The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
examiner agrees with the applicant's argument in the appeal brief that the Booth 
and Beyea et al references can not be combined. The layers in Booth are organic 
while the layers in Beyea are inorganic. In addition, none of the prior art of record 
either alone or in combination discloses the combination in the independent claims 
specifically that the light guiding path is formed of an unmodified optical region 
while the modified regions form the boundary.
